Heat Wave Continues 


With No Relief in Sight 


Highest Temperature of the 
Year 100.2 Recorded 
Yesterday—E x pected 
Breaking of Long Drouth 
Fails to Materialize. 


Prospects of immediate relief, by 
thunderstorms, from the heat wave 
and drouth vanished last night in a 
change of atmospheric conditions 
in which rain clouds were sé@attered 
without letting fall a drop of rain 
within many miles of St. Louis.

Night temperatures in St. Louis 
ran high, although they did ot 
reach the heights of recent uncom. 
fortable nights. High humidity 
added to the discomfort, and again 
families in the congested districts 
availed themselves of the public 
parks as sleeping places. 

Weather Bureau officials do not 
consider 100 an unusually high 
temperature here in August. Last 
Sept. 4 it reached 103, and the rec- 
ord high for St. Louis is 107 in 
1901. 

The unusual thing is the drouth, 
which is the most serious in this 
district since 1914. 

Farmers whose crops are with- 
ering for lack of rain are suffer- 
ing great loss. The last heavy 
rain occurred April 5. when 1.58 
inches was measured by the St. 
Louis bureau.

NOTED ARWY FLYER 
RILLED IN TEST FLIGHT 


Lieut, Barksdale Falls 500 
Feet at Dayton—Head of 
Air Corps a Witness.

DAYTON, O., Aug. 11.-—Lieut. E. 
H. Barksdale, temporarily in charge 
of the flight test section of McCook 
Field, was killed shortly before 
noon today. His death is said by 
McCook Field officials to be one of 
the most unfortunate occurrences 
in the history of the post. 

With F. Trubee Davison, Assist- 
ant Secretary of War, in charge of 
aeronautics, on his first visit to 
Dayton, looking on, Lieut. Barks- 
dale took a Douglass plane up for 
a regular test flight. 

The ship reached an altitude of 
several thousand feet and was seen 
to go into a tail spin. 

Lieut. Barksdale, the hero and 
survivor of three airplane crashes, 
two of which were epochal because 
he saved his life by use of the 
parachute, left the crippled and 
uncontrollable airplane today. He 
jumped and those who witnessed 
the aceident said he fell through 
the wires of the plane. Opening 
his parachute, it fouled one of the | 
wires and he was trapped.

ILLINOIS WORKMEN $1,250,000 


New Amendment to State Law 
Raises Total Payments to More 
Than $12,090,000 Annually.

000 annually, paid to workmen for

isult from the amendments to the

| The latest statistics of the de- 
‘partment show more than $10,060,- 
|000 paid annually to employers for 
|\¢empensation. This increase —_ 
_ bring the tetal to more than $12, 
'600.000 annually. 

| Changes provided for by the new 
law include an merease for com- 
| pensalion of nonfatal injuries in ra- 
tie to the number of children of 
‘the injured workman; a general in- 
‘crease for specified losses, such as 
‘the loss of fingers: an obligation 
upon employers to replace iost 
‘members with artificial ones where 
| possible, and changes in the time 
‘in which claim for compensation 
|may be filed. 

| Mining has proved the most haz- 
|ardous occupation im the State, 
| probably because of the large num- 
ber employed in this indnstrr, fs- 
| ures show. The last yearly report 
|showed 155 deaths and $2,554, 000 
iin compensation paid tn coal min- 
‘ing alone. Transportation by wa-

| tion, with only 12 claims made dur- 
ing one year.

ROME, Aug. 11.—The papal or- 
gan, Osservatore Romano, con- 
tains a long article giving the re- 
ply of the Holy See to the attacks 
of President Calles of Mexico on 
the Catcholic church ani its 
priests. 

It starts by saying that four cen- 
turies of Mexican history refute 
the accusation of President Callies 
that the church never undertook to 
improve the country’s condition. 
The real cause of the conflict, it! 
is the Government's anti- 


religious actions, culminating if 
the laws published June 14 and 
enforced 10 days ago. 

According to the Osservatore, 
Romano prohibition of religious 
teaching in all schools means that 
while it is permitted to offend the 
dogmas of the Catholic faith, it is 
forbidden to defend them. If the 
father of a family employs even 
a layman to teach his children the 
catechism he commits a grave of- 
fense, punishable by a fine of 600 
pesetas ($250) or 15 days in jail. 

Under grave penalties all non- 
Mexican priests are forbidden to 
exercise their functions as minis- 
ters of the gcespel. This is called | 
arbitrary and the paper comments 
that it cannot be prohibited to one 
religion in a free country without 
being prohibited to all. 

Gifts to Church Forbidden. . 

The papal organ characterizes as 
terrible the law preventing the 
founding of religious communities 
and forbidding Mexicans to make 
gifts or bequests to the church, al- 
though the Constitution proclaims 
that every man is free to profess 
he religion he prefers and to prac- 
tice the devotions and ceremonies 
of his cult in the temples as well as 
at home. ; 

The Vatican organ comments on 
the restrictions against the wear- 
ing of ecclesiastical garb, and re- 
marks that as it is left to the 
judgment of the court whether a 
cross, medal or other small mark! 
of faith comes under this head, 
many women are robbed of neck- 
laces because they carry a small 
cross or medal. 

Blame for the cessation of re- 
ligious activities of priests is 
placed on the Government. The 
paper says that even had priests 
been licensed, In the reduced num- 
bers allowed by the Government, 
there would have been @ great cur- 
tailment of services. It adds that 
catholicism would have suffered 
incurable wounds because the Fed- 
eral Government would have de- 
cided which churches were to re- 
main and which were to be de- 
voted to other uses. 

Worthy of Nero. 

Regarding the expropriation of 
all church property, the paper calls 
the new laws tyrannical and 
“worthy of a Nero.” 

Asserting .that the Protestant 
Church of St. Joseph was reopened 
while Catholics were lined up in 
front of their churches “‘for the last 
defense,” the Osservatore Romano 
remarks: 

“When a stronger Government 
intervenes, even the church—de- 
spite President Calles’ law—can be 
recognized as private property, in- 
stead of national property.” 

The paper says that “troops were 
ordered to fire on the crowds” and 
that, “notwithstanding the compla- 
cent reduction of figures by Gov- 
ernment newspaper, a hunred vic- 
tims have fallen before the bullets 
of fratricidal arms.”

HANDS OFF IN MEXICO. 

Advices from the summer White House contain an 
unequivocal denial that President Coolidge had talked 
over the telephone with President Calles of Mexico. 
Mr. Coolidge has not had any communication with 
President Calles and has not been in touch with his 
State Department concerning any particular phase of 
the Mexican question. 

It is emphatically stated that the President will 
pursue a hands-off policy with regard to the struggle 
between the church and state in Mexico. He is not 
¢aking any official recognition of the Mexican pol- 
icy, which he regards as domestic, and in pursuance 
of this policy will not receive .the committee of the 
Knights of Columbus which desires to present the 
petitions adopted by their convention in Philadelphia. 
That petition has been referred to the State Depart- 
ment. 

The advices state further that there is not within 
the President’s knowledge any special action in con- 
templation with regard either to the church and state 


'l conflict or the land and oil dispute, the status of 


which has been established and is understood by both 
Governments. Cases connected with the confiscatory 
clauses of the Constitution will be handled as they 
come up. While there might have been a note with 
regard to some special case, there is no change in 
the general condition, nor is there likely to be any 
change in the arms embargo situation. 

We believe the President's policy is wise and his 
clear statement of it is timely. It will set at rest all 
doubt and agitation with regard to American inter- 
ference in the conflict between the Mexican Govern- 
ment and the churches. 

No matter what the opinion of Americans may be 
with regard to the Mexican Constitution and the de- 
termination of President Calles to enforce the con- 
stitutional provisions against the churches, the Mex: 
ican Government’s course in the matter is purely a 
domestic concern. It is not an international issue 
and cannot become so unless some vital interest of 
the United States is affected. Even if American citi- 
zens should suffer from the policy pursued by Presi- 
dent Calles, the question of indemnity or protection 
of American citizens will be handled in the manner 
suggested by each case. It would not necessarily in- 
volve any conflict between the two Governments, or 
any interference with Mexican internal policies. 
We believe that the Mexican Constitution violates 
the principles of justice and liberty. We believe that 
the methods adopted by the Mexican Government to 
enforce these provisions are excessive, unjust and 
provocative of conflict. But we believe that is a ques- 
tion for Mexicans themselves to settle. Already 
there is a movement to amend the Constitution, sup- 
ported by a large body of Mexicans, which is entirely 
proper. We can give all the moral support and all 
the force.of American public opinion to back that 
movement. That is the right of the American people. 
But there is no ground for governmental action. 
Wholly apart from the question of interfering with 
the domestic policy of Mexico, we believe that inter- 
ference would be a grave blunder and would tend to 
intensify rather than diminish the zeal of the Mex- 
ican Government. We believe it would solidify Méx- 
ican sentiment in support of the Government. That 
is the usual consequence of any foreign interference 
with the domestic concerns of a nation. The Mex- 
icans would lay aside their own conflict and unite 
against the foreigner who presumed to tell them what 
they should do. 

Our prohibition policy violates fundamental prin- 
ciples of American liberty and has involved ts in po- 
litical conflict, but we would vigorously resefit for- 
eign interference with our policy in that regard, or 
any foreign attempt to change our laws. We would 
insist upon fighting out that controversy among our- 
selves. Nor would we permit any foreign Govern- 
ment to interfere with the menacing activities of the 
Ku Klux Klan. 

We believe the resolution of the Knights of Colum- 
bus was 4 mistake. If the President should act upon 
it, it would defeat the very pufpose for which the 
resolution was intended. It would make the situation 
in Mexico worse for the church people, and might 
cause a menacing controversy between the United 
States and Mexico. 

Nevertheless, we believe that Mexico is making a 
grave blunder. The Mexican Government is arousing 
hostile sentiment in America and in other countries. 
However one may sympathize with President Calles’ 
desire to separate church and state and to build up 
public secular education, the extremes which the Con- 
stitution provides and to which he has gone in enfore- 
ing it incite the moral condemnation of the civilized 
world, particularly of democratic peoples. Mexico is 
steadily losing ground in public esteem and public 
sympathy and is inviting conflict and revolution.

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SLAUGHTER. OF THE INNOCENTS. 


Coroner Vitt calls attention to the fact that 13 
children have been killed by automobiles in St. Louis 
within a month. This is at the rate of 156 a year, 
which is probably more innocents than King Herod 
slaughtered in the little town of Bethlehem in order 
to safeguard his throne. Seven wege killed in the 
first nine days of August. 
The Coroner does well to appeal to mothers and 
guardians of children to not let any child cross a 
street alone. Mothers, or others responsible for the 
safety of little children, who send them on errands 
which necessitate their crossing a street or streets, 
are morally guilty of neglect that may some day be 
classed by society with criminal acts. The majority 
of deaths by automobiles are those of children and 
aged persons. Wherever it is possible the old and

should be permitted to cross alone. Injury or death 
be them could be virtually eliminated if the Coroner's 
advice to parents were heeded. 


A: $80,000 PENALTY. 

The settlement for only $50,000 of the $645,000 
claim of the Night and Day Bank against the di- 
rectors of the institution will undoubtedly prove a 
severe shock to the 15,000-odd depositors who so far 
have received only 62 per cent of the amount they 
had in the bank when it closed its doors in January, 
1922. 

Recovery of the full amount of the claim would 
have made available a substantial sum and brought 
the payments to depositors close to the 90 per cent 
mark, a more than satisfactory settlement, consider- 
ing the sad state in which the bank was left by its 
cashier, A. O. Meininger. 

A perusal of the statement made by Thomas E. 
Francis, attorney for Finance Commissioner 
French, in explanafion of the settlement, reveals, 
however, that it was the only logical course open to 
the State officials who are winding up the bank’s 
affairs. 

Aside from the certainty of court delays 
which would have tied up suit against the directors 
for as much as four years, it appears to have been 
a horseback question whether or not the directors 
could have been proven civilly liable for their failure 
to detect the operations of the open-handed Mein- 
inger. 

There was no proof at all, it is stated, to show lia- 
bility for more than half of the $51,000 in worthless 
loans, and the fixing of liability for the $594,000 lost 
in worthless “cash items” would have been a ques- 
tion to be settled by a jury as an arbitrary matter, 


with indications that it would decide the directors | 


were not liable. 
Unfortunate as the circumstances unquestionably 


are, it appears tlfat Commissioner French has made | 


the best of a bad situation. The settlement will bring 
the depositors ah additional 5 per cent, making the 
total they have received, 67 per cent, a sad return 
after more than four years, yet not so sad consider- 
ing the high, wide and handsome handling of the in- 
stitution’s accounts by the double-dealing Meininger. 
Moreover, the payment of even $50,000 for bank 
losses will be a warning for bank directors.

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IN DARKEST TENNESSEE. 

In the three-cornered Tennessee gubernatorial race, 
Dr. John R. Neal ran a bad third. He never had a 
chance. He was licked before he started. Tennessee 
doesn’t want to be goverfed by an intelligent man 
like Neal. It prefers men like the present Governor, 
Austin Peay, who signed the monkey bill, and calls 
himself “the defender of the faith.” 

When Dr. Neal appeared as one of Scopes’ attor- 
heys last year, he cinched his political doom. But he 
really died politically three years ago when he, as 
dean of the law school of Tennessee University, pro- 
tested against the discharge of a biology professor 
who refused to teach science according to Genesis. 
Dr. Neal’s protest cost him his job as dean and rele- 
gated him to outer darkness. Shortly afterward he 
ran for Governor and was hopelessly beaten. 

We don’t know what mental processes urged Dr. 
Neal to make the race again. He is about as popular 
in his native state as a sorceress in Salem. With 
the exception of two newspapers which recommended 
him in a tepid and qualified manner, every newspaper 
in the state was opposed to his candidacy, even the 
antimonkey law paper, the Knoxville News. Of course, 
the country press was violently against him. To get 
his views before the people, he had to travel to every 
Tennessee county in a flivver—a laborious job. 

It was under such harassing circumstances that Dr. 
Neal made the vain appeal to his fellow-citizens. We 
think it extraordinary that he should .have the pa- 
tience to do so, especially since he is independently 
rich and is by no means a professional jobholder. But 
what is even mofe extraordinary is that the man 
actually believes that Tennessee is liberal-minded. 
“Rural Tennessee,” he says, “has an open mind to 
liberal political doctrine, and is only waiting for the 
cities to take the lead in order to bring Tennessee 
into the ranks of the liberal and forward-looking 
states.” 

It was a liberal political program which Dr. Neal 
offered to the voters, but they did not want it or 
him. The program included the repeal of the monkey 
law and of the 125-year-old blue laws. ‘'Nuf sed. Dr. 
Neal is an admirable type and a man of remarkable 
faith and persistence. At some distant time, perhaps, 
Tennessee wil! realizs that.

Five years ago a hunch came to 


me that some day i would stand 
near to the prostrate figure of Jack 
Dempsey and hear myself ac- 
claimed: 

“The winner — 
and the new - aati 2 
champion — Gene ro ‘ 
Tunney of New i 
York.” 

It came at 


“foolish notions’” 
that some folks 
talk about; 

came when 
didn’t seem there 
was one chance in*4 
1000 of it ever # 
coming into real- 
ity. It has en- 
dured through all TUNNEY. 
those years, it exists now. And on 
Sept. 16 I know that I shall realize 
the strange ambition that came to 
me back on the July day of 1921. 

In the days before the war, the 
thought of becoming a pugilist was 
as foreign to my mind as is the 
thought now of becoming Dic- 
tator of Italy. But I went to war— 
with the Marines. We om to 
have a little loose time om our 
hands. Some of the boys did some 
boxing. I wasn’t so keen about it 
but had to get my fun somehow 
and because there was no other 
outlet, I took up boxing. 

When the war was over, I had 
won the heavyweight championship 
of the marine corps. Also I had to 
my credit a victory over Bob Mar- 
tin who later won the Inter-Allied 
championship. I sailed for home 
determined to go back to my old 
job in the mercantile game. I 
didn’t think being a good fighter in 
the army meant an awful lot, so far 
as a job in the professional fight 
game was concerned. 

Talked Into Ring Career. 

But my friends thought other- 
wise. They told me that I was good 
enough to whip a lot of the dub 


light heavies and heavies. They 
said I was good. They got me a 


manager—a2nd he got me a fight. | 


To my surprise I won it—easily. I 
got a few more fights and I won. 
By which time I decided that I'd 
oo to the fight racket for a while 
anyway, because it was better pay- 
ing than clerking around—and 
finally I was given a spot as one 
of the preliminary fighters to the 
Dempsey-Carpentier .battle in Jer- 
sey City back in 1921. 

No one did any great cheering 

over my showing aga'nst Soldier 
Jones that day. True enough, I 
stopped him in seven rounds; but if 
I had been any great shucks, I 
would -have stopped him in one 
round—vj%ot seven. 
. Well, they put on the big fight. 
I watched it. I saw Dempsey take 
the best that Carpentier had to 
give and then go on and beat the 
Frenchman to a crushed pulp. I 
saw this great champion, not yet 
at the peak of his career, merely 
toy with the greatest fighter that 
Europe ever produced. I saw all 
that—and then the wild hunch 
came. 

It was nothing more nor less 
than that some day I'd be, standing 
up and Dempsey would be down 
and “ten” would finally sound and 
I'd be champion of the world. 


Dempsey WAS Great. 


Dempsey was a terrific hitter, a 
super-man at taking it; he was a 
clever boxer; fast as a flash of 
lightning; a smooth, frictionless 
worker, possessed then of about 
everything that a fighter could 
have including youth. And I—~—well, 
I was a novice. I could hit and 
I could take it—but that was about 
all. And the worst of it was that

when I did hit, I didn’t know the 
knack of doing it without hurting 
my hands. 

And, on top of that, I was then 
far too small for Dempsey. I was 
about 5 feet 10 or so at that time 
and bukled no more than 170. I 
had no great reputation beyond 
that as a Marine champion and a 
fairish sort of preliminary  per- 
former. Between Dempsey and 
myself then was a mighty, mighty 
gap. It’s said that the chances are 
about 1,000,000 to 1 against a 
fighter becoming a heavyweight 
champion—yet the hunch’ that I 
was that man in all that million, 


stuck with me. 

I kept plugging along, learning 
this trick of the game and that 
trick and, to my own surprise, I 


began to whip men whom I sup-'

Hands Caused Trouble. 


The gap closed a little as I con- 
tinued to win one fight and then 
another, but it continued to be 
100,000 to 1 against me for quite a 
while because my hands were giv- 
ing me lots of trouble and it looked 


for a while as if I might have to 
quit the ring. 

But finally, I changed managers. 
Billy Gibson took over my affairs. 
The first thing he did was to send 
me to the country to chop wood 
and develop my wrist and hand 
muscles. Then he brought mé 
back to town and said: 

“You’re having trouble 
your hands because you 
know how to hit a true blow. 
is how.’ 

Billy gave mea lesson. He gave 
me a few more. I did as he told 
me about hitting. From that day 
to this my sghands have never both- 
ered me. f[t wasn't brittle bones 
that had been causing the trouble; 
it was improper hitting. 

Gibson taught me some tricks in 
defense. He made me change my 
style somewhat. Patiently, care- 
fully, he gave me helpful hints. 
He made a ringman out of me. 

After which Billy turned me 
loose. I met the third raters for 
a brief spell so as to get myself 
tuned up. Then I took the sec- 
ond raters—and polished them off. 
After which Billy issued an open 
challenge to “any of Demps:y's 
challengers.”” Tom Gibbons ac- 
cepted, so did Bartley Madden. I 
knocked them out. 


Six Feet One Inch, 


“Climb on the scales now,” or- 
dered Gibson. I did. The dial 
swung to.192 and the measuring 
machine recorded my height as 
6 feet 1 inch. 

“Great,” said Billy, “Taller than 
Dempsey. A few pounds lighter, 
but you'll be heavier than _ the 
chamuion before the year is out. 
You’re ready. Now we'll go after 
Dempsey.”’ 

The match has been made. I am 
to fight a battle with the heavy- 
weight championship of the werld 
at stake.

Three years since I’ve battled in 
defense of my title, but never onca.

I’ve read, through those 
years, a variety of stories that con- 
cerned my poundage. One writer 
had me bulking around 225 less 
than a year ago. Others put my 
poundage ‘between 210 und 220. 

And then just to vary the facts 
a bit, the boys swung in the other 
direction. Three months ago I was 
rather surprised to read that I 
weighed only 185. ‘Two weeks aft- 
er that some of the boys chopo2d 
me right down to 175, while a few 
took the guess that I was scaling 
“no more than 170” and was losing 
pounds and wWore pounds by the 
minute.
